BEIRUT — In a move apparent- 
ly intended as a concession to re- 
bels made the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, Yasser Arafat has 
expelled two senior officers whose 
promotion in May provoked a mu- 
tiny against his leadership. 

Mr. Arafat, who as PLO chair- 
man is *iv» commander-in-cfairf of 
gnerriOa forces, appointed a five- 
man command to replace the two 
nfBfim in charg e of the eaSmn\eA 
10,000 PLO troops in eastern and 
northern Lebanon. 

The Humg ps were announced 
Thursday by Mr. Arafat’s military 
deputy, Khalil al-Wazir, better 
known as Abu Jihad, at a meeting 
in the Lebanese port of Tripoli, a 
PLO source said. 

Mr. Arafat did not attend the 
meeting. He u in South Yemen as 
pan of a torn of several Arab coun- 
tries where Palestinian guerrillas 
are located. 

AD mediation efforts by the 
PLO, Arab governments and Third 


World leaders to end the fi ghting in 
d-Fatah and the conflict between 
Mr. Arafat and Syria have failed.

the guerrilla units in Lebanon. The 
five were not identified. 

The promotion of Abu Hajem to 
commander of guerrilla forces in 
the Bekaa Valley and of A1 Hajj 
Ismail to commander of PLO 
troops in northern Lebanon at the 
beginning or May *a &i_i tu Lave 
triggered the Fatah insurrection. 

Colonel Abu Musa, the PLO 
deputy chief of staff, and his rebd 
su p p or ters said that the two offi- 
cers fled their command posts in 


southern Lebanon Mien Israeli 
troops invaded in June 1982.

Tbe administration, which two 
months ago won an easy House 
victory on the MX, saw its biparti- 
san coalition begin to erode 
Wednesday in the face of renewed 
skepticism about White House 
commitment to arms control 
The 220-207 House vote 
Wednesday left intact the funds to 
begin production of the interconti- 
nental nussQes, as wdl as SL3 bO- 
hon for research and development 
of the MX and a single- warhead 
version, in the S188-hQlion House 
1984 defense authorization bill. 

In {fie last analysis, President 
Ronald Reagan's 13-vote victory in 
the House was somewhat more 
comfortable than expected. 

While the House considered oth- 
er MX mattes Thursday, the Sen- 
ate voted, 55-41, against a motion 
to limit further debate on its own 
version of the defense bill and farce 
Senator Gary Hart, Democrat of 
Colorado, to bring up his package 
of anli-MX amendments. 

After winning 91 Democratic 
House votes in May for approval of 


a basing mode and the start of 
flight testing fra the multiple-war- 
head MX, the administration was 
able to bold only 73 Democratic 
votes Wednesday night to pay S2J> 
billion for procurement.

Administration officials agree 
that an interest rate “spike” could 
produce a change in congressional 
sentiment by antumn. It would 
take “a panic about the deficit," a 
Treasury official said. 

Mr. Rostenkowslti, opening two 
days of hearings on the possibility 
of a tax increase, said the general 
consensus o Congress, the White 
House and at the Federal Reserve 
“is that we cannot sustain $200- 
bOHon deficits, that revenue most 
be increased and that spending 
must be reduced.” 

“The political facts, however, teO 
a different story,” he said. “Buck- 
ing the forces of inertia, be ginnin g 
with the president, will take an ex- 
traordinary act of politick! courage 
from Congress." 

“Cynics,” he said, “are urging 


Congress to roD with the presi- 
dent’s policy of ‘benign neglect’ 
and gamble that the recovery will 
drift through the election. And 
then we raise taxes." 

The president and his top eco- 
nomic advisers have made clear 
their opposition to any tax in- 
creases to take effect this year or 
next. But they have been split cm 
the contingency program. 

Martin S. Feldstein, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advisers, 
has pushed vigorously for approval 
this year of ihe standby tax to as- 
sure the financial markets that bud- 
get deficits will be brought under 
control. 

But with the economy stronger 
than expected. Treasury Secretary 
Donald T. Regan has prevailed in 
an effort to set aside the proposaL 

Aides said Mr. Rqgan was op- 
posed to the standby tax plan, espe- 
cially since Congress has not ap- 
proved the spending redactions 
that the president required as a 
condition in his 1 984 budget pro- 
posal 

Mr. Regan said Tuesday that the 
stronger recovery now projected 
could produce enough additional 
revenue to erase the need for a tax 
increase. 

Sources said Mr. Feldstein 
acknowledges that the plan is “not a 
thing being considered now, there 
is no interest in it.” 

However, he was said to believe 
that an increase in interest rates 
daring the summer and growing 
public worry about budget deficits 
could lead to a revival of the pro- 
posaL

DETROIT — After years of 
decline, crime in Detroit is again 
cm the rise, and the mayor’s plans 
to curb it are bringing protests 
from civil libertarians. 

The dispute pits Mayor Cole- 
man A. Young, a liberal in most 
things but a fierce law-and-ordcr 
advocate with little sympathy for 
poverty as an excuse for crime, 
against the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, whose leadership ar- 
gues that the mayor should focus 
on the social causes. 

“Purists,” the mayor calls his 
critics cm the issue. “They live in 
an ideal world; I do not.” 

The dispute began three weeks 
ago when Mr. Young announced 
the revival of Detroit’s 10 P.M.- 
to-6 AJVL curfew for people un- 
der 18. The curfew had been on 
the books for a decade but had 
not been enforced since August 
1976, when some of Detroit's 
youth gangs terrorized a crowd 
leaving a rode concert. 

The rule witi be in force until 
school opens in September, mak- 
ing young people who are out 
after the curfew subject to arrest 
unless they are accompanied by a 
parent or are going to or from 
work. 


“No one is more sensitive than 
I am to the stresses which have 
been caused by the depression 
Detroit is suffering,” Mr. Young 
said in announcing the curfew. 
“But no amount of hardship can 
justify a mugging or assault or the 
promiscuous use of firearms. I 

want to make one thing very dear 
to everyone — if you mess up, we 
will nail you.” 

The civil liberties organization 
was planning to file a suit chal- 
lenging the curfew on the ground 
that it is an unconstitutional re- 
straint on a dass of people who 
hare done no wrong and that it 
interferes with parental tights. 

“The curfew is designed to be a 
symbolic gesture only, like Prea- 
dent Cano- reviving the draft 
when the Russians invaded Af- 
ghanistan,” said Howard S i m o n, 
director of the Michigan Civil 
liberties Union. “It seems to me 
that a proper, nonsymbolic ap- 
proach to this problem would be 
to attack the idleness of young 
people in this city and to do 
something about, as the mayor 
put it. the promiscuous use of 
firearms.” 

Detroit’s reputation as the na- 
tion’s leader in homicides per 
capita hurt the city when it was 
true back in the 1970s, and al- 
though the distinction has since 


moved south to Houston and Mi- 
ami, the memory is one of the 
problems Detroit residents be- 
lieve their city does oot need. 

Conspicuous among these 
problems is the youth unemploy- 
ment rate, which approaches 50 
percent, and crime, which after 
several years of decline is once 
more on the rise. 

Reported serious crimes in the 

city, including homicides, rapes, 
assaults and theft, increased to 
60,080 in the first quarter of this 
year, from 54,051 in the same 
period last year, an increase of 
11.2 percent. 

More to the point of the cur- 
few, crimes involving young peo- 
ple seemed to be rising even more 
sharply after a long decline. Juve- 
nile arrests dropped from nearly 
30,000 in 1976 to 18,200 last year, 
while cbjir g f y filed against juve- 
niles declined to 4,000 from 5,700 
in the same period. 

But delinquency charges 
against juveniles were up 13 per- 
cent in the first five months of 
this year, and (he city’s criminal 
court reports more cases against 
youths under 18 than at any time 
since the city's riots in 1967. 

These statistics and events 
have put a spotlight on young 
Detroiters that some of them, in- 
terviewed at random along De-

troit's riverfront one afternoon, 
felt was undeserved. 

“Anybody who goes to school 
knows who's the bad ones and 
who's the ones that are trying to 
keep clean and get by." said Glo- 
ria Clay, who will be a senior in 
high school next fall but will not 
be 18 until December. “So why 
come down with the curfew on all 
of us when it's only a few that are 
making the trouble?” 

So far, fewer than 40 young 
people have been charged with 
violating the curfew, according to 
the Police Department. 

Among major U.S. cities. Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles and Philadel- 
phia also have youth curfews, al- 
though their enforcement may be 
selective. New York has none.

The suspicion was con- 1 
firmed by continued observation. 

Officials began trying to sepa- 
rate the mother from the cub imme- 
diately after birth. But Ling-Ling 
cradled the cub and made the task 
impossible, zoo officials said. As 
long as four hours after the cub 
stopped moving, Ling-Ling, who 
weighs 250 pounds ( 1 13 kilograms) 
continued to display motherly in- 
stincts, nuzzling the carcass, anoth- 
er Zoo spokesman. Mike Morgan, 
said. 

Videotapes of the birth showed 
that the baby panda landed on the 
floor instead of on the nest bull t for 
the birth. 

Panda cubs, typically about 4 
ounces [ 1 1 2 grams] at birth, can die 
when die mother moves.

There arc three compelling reasons for Con- 
gress to vote an $fL4-WIioG increase in Ameri- 
ca’s contribution to the IMF: 

(1) It will help developing countries whose 
debts are dra g gin g tbem down. 

(2) It twD Stren gthen fh* fman - 

cial system, shaken by the debt crisis. 

(3) It win help the United States. Some 40 
percent of American exports are bought by the 
developing countries. The increase would help 
bolster their economies and thus their ability 
to boy. And it would relieve the particular 
burden that the debt crisis puts on tins country 
as the world’s fma-rawd leader. 

Quick action is catted for. Even if other 
countries also increase their contributions ac- 
cordingly, the fund will not be aUe to cover all 
the dgnMwytc that arc bang iw«/k» on its re- 
sources. And until the United States puts up 
its dune, the other countries win hold back. 

Despite the urgency, the IMF hSI has be- 
come a hostage. Its captors span die political 
spectrum from people who want to punish 
overextended private banks to those who want 
to punish South Africa. All arc trying to work 
thar causes into the biO. 

The Democratkxxmtrolled House wants to 
use it as leverage for Republican support for 
booting and other social legislation. The Re- 
publican Senate has loaded the bOl with re- 
strictive amendments cl mixed merit; most 
would impose staffer regulation on banks? for- 
eign lending, some warranted and some not, 
but the b01 also includes totally inappropriate 


protection for domestic mining companies. 
The House is on the verge of voting on a much 
more restrictive version. 

AH maneuvering has slowed the legisla- 
tion — indeed, has endangered tbe functioning 
of the IMF just when it is most needed. Mem- 
ber countries borrow from it wben they lack 
foreign exchange earnings to cover imports 
and foreign debt. The IMF gives the aid only if 
the country takes steps — which are often 
pohticaOy unpopular — to get its accounts 
back in balance and its economy back in 
shape. Even the United States has borrowed, 
but now the borr o wers are Third Worid coun- 
tries devastated by the collapse of commodity 
prices and the rise in interest on their debt 

Tbe important thing is not to fight over 
details of the Boose btB bat to get it moving — 
getting approval first and then working to 
remove bad features in the House-Senate con- 
ference. Mastering a House majority will not 
be easy. There is still a large isolationist group, 
particularly among Republicans, wito tend to 
oppose multinational agencies. 

Beyond those sentiments, members of both 
parties are concerned about the ap pe a rance of 
voting S8A UDion to bail out foreigners and 
banks while domestic social programs are cut 
back. This political point is hard to refute with 
rational argument, bat there is one. Not shor- 
ing up the IMF could cost far more in direct 
aid for stricken countries and weakened harries 
than passing a responsible frill now.

That Immigr ation Bill 


The Smpson-Maaoli immigration re f o rm 
bin, which has been passed twice by the Sen- 
ate, is at a critical stage in the Boose, five 
committees have considered the bd and four 
have issued reports. Predictably, die interests 
represented on those committees vary greatly. 
Agriculture wants to ensure the availability of 
foreign workers to harvest crops. Education 
and Labor has a primary concern for preserv- 
ing the jobs of Americans.

Of course, those misdeeds, winch 
so plainly contradict professed U.S. 
principles, were p erpet r ated under 
deep cover. But no secret can be 
kept for long in a free society. It was 
only a question of time before a 
tenacious press would uncover and 
disclose tire sonfid facts. 

The political price that the Unit- 
ed States pays is heavy indeed. It is 
measured by the credibility that die 
latest self-serving Nicaraguan 
charges wiD have throughout Latin 
America, by tire extent to which 
Third Worid countries have come to 
regard the United Stales as an im- 


perialist power, and by the skepti- 
cism with winch so many US. do- 
zens view tire pronouncements of 
then own government.

The admiral had sussed my point, 
but Ire did add considerably to my 
knenriedgeof the story of the Maine. 
He powerfully reinforced, as writ tire 
case that Ranald Reagan’s grasp of 
history’s greet moments is thin. He 
also gave evidence that at age 83, tbe 
gale has lost none of its force. 

Had I not, be asked, read his defin- 
itive study, published in 1976 by tbe 
Naval History Division of tbe Navy 
Department, entitled "How the Bat- 
tfeship Maine was Destroyed”?! hid , 
not- Was I not aware that he hid 
proved conclusively that it could not 
have been an external explosion (sug- 
gesting tire work of Spanish sabo- 
teurs) as bad been coodiided by a 
court of inquiry at the time? It had to 
have been “internal” (suggesting an 
accident). 2 didn't know that. 

And so it went. "What did they 
teach you in high school?" I was 
developing a deep sympathy for Jim- 
my Carter. “You’re the gey that — ed 
ft up,” tire admiral almost shouted, 

“and it’s np to you to un it" 

Minutes later he was back on the 
phase, readzqg from tire final passage 
ofbft 1976 report: “With the vastness 
of our government and the tfifficolty 
of controQbg it, we must make sure 
that those in "high places’ do not, 
without most carried coosiderarion of 
tire consequences, exert our prestige 
and might. Such uses of our pover 
may result in serious international 
actions at great cost in lives and mon- 
ey — injurious to tire interests and 
standby of tire United States.” 
Prec isel y my point. When Presi- 
dent Reagan says casually "Yon 
know, they blew up the Maine” in 
justification of tbe use of American 
nrifitary force, he is overlooking tbe 
fact that even as Teddy Roosevelt^ 
was exploiting tire Maine to whip 
America into war with Spain, there 
was no evidence of just bow tires 
Maine was Mown up. 

Admiral Rkkover to tire contrary, 
there is stfll no evidence. Appendix A 
of ids report convincingly makes tbe 
case agamst as “external” source ex- 
ploding inwards, as with a mine. As 
few internal sources, the report leans 
toward the tireoty of a coal bunker 
fire, but does not exdude "crew sabo- 
tage, a small arms accident, a bomb 
punted by a visitor" — winch is thus 
not to exdtsde a Spanish visitor. 

But tire report is relevant whether 
we are talking about the Maine, or 
the "battle” in the Gulf of Tonkin 
that triggered the first bombing ctf 
North Vietnam, or the extreme val- 
ence in Central^ Americano terrorist 
reprisals of uncertain origin.

AX. Rowse, the eagerly controversial Eliza-

bethan historian and emeritus feQow of All 
Souls College. Oxford, has just completed a 
huge Shakesp eare project: He has rewritten the 
play; for an American publisher. The new 
edition will be oat toward the year's end. 

- Rowse is a sprightly workaholic in his 80th 
year who has written more books than he can 
remember. He doesn’t like to call the Shake- 
speare project a rewrite. *Tm really very con- 
servative,'’ be said over lea and toasted buns in 
his club, the Athenaeum. “What Fve done is 
remove the superfluous difficulties. 

' “It all started with my learning from Dick 
Given on television that an awful lot of young 
people in American schools and colleges are 
really going off Shakespeare because they can- 
not take the archaic language." 

Rowse has appeared a lot oo “The Dick 
Cavett Show." He has also done Johnny Car- 
son, although he likes it less. *T sort of Hke 
talking alone,” he explained. 

He is one of a handful of British historians 
tv ho are media personalities. (In the United 
Stales, former government officials and diet 
experts bog the airwaves, while in France it is 
doctors who write books and hype them on 
TV). In Britain, often because of die interest of 
■the late Lord Beaverfarook and because of such 
TV programs as “The Brains Trust," some 
historians have become household names. 
Rowse eats it up; a colleague, Hugh Trevor- 
Roper, probably wishes now that he had never 
seat a flashbulb. 

• “1 said to the Daily Mail. “He always has 
been like that — he rushes in where angels fear 
to tread,”* Rowse says of Trevor-Roper’s 
hasty acceptance of the forged Hitler diaries. 
“I made fun of it a bit and said how silly it was 
of Roper to come out with, ‘I stake my reputa- 
tion on it being authentic,’ as if he were staking 
his virginity at Lbe age of 70. Silly." 

Rowse's voice sweeps and soars with indig- 
nation or delight- He is an accomplished chat- 
terer confiding, cunning agreeably libelous, 
undeflcaable. He does not consider himself 
the greatest textual scholar of Shakespeare but 
the unimpeachable authority on Shakespeare's 


life and times, which is perhaps better. And so 
he has undertaken to modernize the Band. 

"Remember this, this is the point you must 
make," be says, heedlessly sugaring his tea. 
“Shakespeare is our greatest contribution to 
world culture. When I say 'our,* I mean you as 
well as me — our laripmy is our country 
nowadays. It was a Russian who said that 
Wefl, we want to bin? accessible. 

“Why not get rid of superfluous difficulties? 
We, all of us nowadays, use modem spelling 
and modem punctuation. Well, why not leave 
out words we don’t know the meaning of. 
words like ‘coystfelT* 

Coystrd, Rowse explain* , means rascal and 
so he has used rascal because the miwm is 
the same. 

“Or you can take out die subjunctives, yon 
see. We hardly use the subjunctive. I don’t say 
‘If it be’; I say ‘If it is.’ Don’t yon? Elizabethan 
grammar isn't grammar today: ‘Nor shall you 
think that neither* — double negative. This is 
much worser than before* — double compara- 
tive." 

“He spake it. Why not he spoke h? He writ 
it Why not he wrote h? Why not get rid of 

thoUS and thees Md thrrn* and ha the nnH 
doths? TV is almost impossible for foreigners 
to say. And some words have different mean- 
ings today. ‘Presently’ meant immediately to 
Shakespeare, not in a while." 

“The Merry Wives of Windsor," with its 
dialects and coOoqtriafisms, caused Rowse die 
most problems. In Hamlet’s soliloquy "To be 
or not to be," only the words “quietus," which 
means acquittance, and “fardels,” or burdens, 
were replaced. Rowse says there is talk of 
Edward Albee's directing his “Macbeth" in 
Virginia for Shakespeare’s sort birthday. 

“All previous scholars have made a mess of 
Shakespeare’s life," Rowse states. “You need 
the combination of historical with fitemy and, 
above all, poetic perception. You really need 
an Elizabethan historian-poet. And how many 
of those are there? Tm not in favor of false 
modesty. There’s only one." 

Rowse’s books range, in addition to his 
Elizabethan studies, from “Three Cornish 
Cats" (he is a Cornkhmtn and very prolific 
about it) to “Homosexuals in History.” Shake- 
speare, he says, was definitely not homosexual: 
“All the poor professors got it wrong, be was a 
highly sexed hetero.” He has also published a 
lot of poetry, which he says betrays all the 
secrets of his inner life. It has failed to attract 
wide attention. 

“I know Im a much better poet than my old 
friend Stephen Spender. I'm not such a good 
poet as my old friend EBot, but I'm a better 
poet than. Stephen. I'm not surh a good poet as 


Louis MacNeice or probably Robert Lowell, 
though I do think Robert Lowell’s later poetry 
went off the rails. I knew him, you know." 

For a who considers hfmw»Jf unsocia- 
ble. Rowse has known everyone from Agatha 
Christie to Chester Nimitz, from Winston 
Churchill to Frimund Wilson, whom he dis- 
misses as a superficial sciolist, to W.H. Auden. 
(“He was a gentleman, Wystan was, hut he was 
so unappetizing, so dirty and unwashed"). His 
latest book is dedicated to Jacqueline Onassis. 

“She’s really a good woman, you know. 
Onassis complained that she was always read- 
ing instead of, I suppose, other things. I really 
don't think Jadtie is a bit sexy. She’s very well 
read. She reads and reads.” 

Another big reader is Caspar W. Weinber- 
ger, the U.S. secretary of defense, who gave a 
Rowse book to Ronald Reagan. “Reagan 
wrote me that the only Shakespeare role be 
played was Petnichio, which he finds of great 
use in dealing with Congress. Awfully good, 
don’t you think?” Rowse gives an appreciative 
nudge. 

Tm also quite friendly with Nixon. He 
always sends me his books and so forth. He 
isn’t very beautiful, it's true, but be knows the 
world better than Reagan does." 

Rowse's most recent discovery was the auto- 
biographical dements in “Two Gentlemen of 
Verona." His most important find, which he 
regards as definitive, was the solution to the 
basic problems of Shakespeare’s sonnets: the 
dating, and the identities of Mr. W.H_ the 
Rival Poet and the Dark Lady, who was a 
rather randy Italian Emilia Lanier who 
also wrote poems. 

“She was the second-best woman poet of the 
age. The best was Mary Countess of Pembroke. 
Fmflia Lanier was a damn sight better than 
Queen Efcabeth. who wrote old-fashioned 
doggerel. You know Tennessee Williams was a 
Lanier, and, of course, there was Sidney Lanier 
100 years ago down in Macon. Georgia.” 
Rowse dislikes the word eccentric but ac- 
cepts it in its literal nv-anmo of “away from the 
center." 

“1 myself don’t think I quite Gt in the En- 
glish environment — I'm not very good at 
English humbug, you know. Neither was Win- 
ston. Neither is Margaret. She doesn’t talk 
humbug, none at alL" 

Born into a poor Cornish family, Alfred 
Leslie Rowse wrecked his health to get his A0 
Souls fellowship while such Oxford contempo- 
raries as Graham Greene, Evelyn Waugh and 
John Betjeman idly took poor degrees or were 
sent down. He considers himself a man 
apart. 

“I’ve made a diagonal path across society 


from very simple working people to all the 
gran dish people in society,” he said. *Tue 
mi«yH out the middle class. Well now. intellec- 
tual life is usually middle-class, so I'm really 
the odd man oul I get all the brickbats from 
the middle-academic subculture. 

“You see, all these professors in the Shake- 
speare establishment, they have a sort of blin- 
kered trade-union activity. I think they genu- 
inely do not understand what Tm at. They 
should try to find out. Tm always trying to 
learn. 

“There’s a very great authority in All Souls 
College on Italian history. He said to me, “My 
dear. I'm not in the least interested in who the 
Dark Lady was.’ I said to him, ‘Lode here, if 
you had discovered anything important about 
Mi chelange lo, I'd be the first person wbo’d 
warn to know.’ Everybody ought to want to 
know. 

“What makes me so angry and makes me 
turn on the third- raters is that it’s their duty to 
follow the discoveries of a first-rate mind. It’s 
not for a first-rater to try and really lower 
himself to the level of conventional third-rat- 
ers. 

“In con temporary society, and this is why I 
hate its guts, they all think that their opinions 
are as good as anybody else’s. Well, they’re 
not" Despite such views, Rowse is an un- 
abashed Americanophile, even to the point of 
HwrUriwg Beverly HTTIs beautiful. 

“It is rather paradoxical,’’ he agreed. “I 
think it’s because even if you say the most 
unpopular things as I do — because I'm awful- 
ly reactionary and undemocratic and all that 
and hate democratic humbug. Tm just like 
Margaret 1 agree with every word that woman 
says — the ordinary people may be idiots but 
they have a horse sense and they can tell 
whether you’re sincere or not And though I 
say all these things, 1 never wrap it up in 
humbug." 

Last week Rowse was at Oxford as usual to 
open the English-Speaking Union conference. 
Chi Saturday be w£D lecture at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum, and in August be will speak 
on the early English Renaissance at Jean Paul 
Getty’s framer house. Sutton Place. His indus- 
try is unflagging and amazing. 

“It’s all Fm interested in. sweetie," he says. 
“Tm not much interested in anything but the 
Elizabethan age." A young man has come from 
the BBC to talk to Rowse about life and society 
and his attention turns. 

“I don’t mind talking about life and society. 
Tm absolutely sick of talking about me, dear." 
And the talking, with hardly a breath taken, 
resumes. ■

The Opera’s New Clothes 


try T homas Qumo Curtiss 


P ARIS — Jenny Bradley, who died on the Riviera last month at 
age 97. was a literary legend. Instrumental in introducing 
Continental literature to tbe EngKsb-spealting world and An- 
glo-American writers to Continental readers, she was acquaint- 
ed in her day with virtually every author of international renown. As a 
literary agent, she represented Joyce, Hemingway, Mahaux, Henry 
.Miller. Gide, Sartre and the estate of Marcel Proust. 

Born Jenny Serruys in Belgium, she studied in Paris and at the 
University of London. An nncle was a d efens e attorney in the Dreyfus 
case and CMmenceau and Zola often visited the lawyer’s home to discuss 
procedure in L’ Affaire. “CUmenceau, very much the public orator on all 
occasions, did the talking, while Zola sat quietly meditating, fingering 
his pince-nez," rite recalled. Then a schoolgirl, she was appointed to 
cany a luncheon basket every day to a defense witness held in die 
.Cherche-Midi prison. Splinters of wood bad been found in his omelette 
and a plot to poison him was suspected. 

Her father, a Belgian diplomat, was posted in Odessa in the early 
1900s, and Miss Serruys spent some time in Russia, where rite visited 
Tolstoy on his country eaate, Yasnaya Polyana, and elsewhere met the 
writers of the rising generation: Dmitri Merezhkovsky, the Symbolist 
poets Zinaida Gtppins. Alexander Blok and Feodor Solognb, and the 
novelist Mikhail Artzybashev. 

During World War 1 Serruys was an army noise: One imagines that 
she was an excellent one, for her authoritative manner and stem, calm 
sense of discipline were ideally suited to that profession. One of her non- 
. battlefield feats occurred at a charity fete when Sarah Bernhardt, in a 
temperamental tizzy, vowed she could not “go on." Serruys quieted the 
great actress’s nervous outburst and reasoned her into taking the stage. 

In 1921, Jenny Serruys married WilHaxn AspenwaQ Bradley, an 
American novelist and essayist and the Paris agent of the publishing 
house Hazcoort Brace. They formed a literary agency and there home in 
a mansion on the lie Samt-Louis, once the property of Richelieu, 
became the meeting place of authors of all nations. 

When James Joyce, then completing “Ulysses" and broke, came from 
Zurich to settle in Paris, Mrs. Bradley smoothed his way, lending him 
money and buying him a table at w hich to write. They r em a in ed lifelong 
friends. 

Another friend was Gertrude Stein. Long a Paris resident. La Stein 
held Saturday evening receptions in her apartment, its waOs lined with 
collections of Picassos and Modiglianis. 

“Gertrude’s soirees were an amnq'ng game, but you had to know (he 
rules." Mrs. Bradley remembered. “A first-time guest was forgiven for 
mentioning Joyce’s name once, but if he — or she — repeated it, there 
were no further invitations. 

“One night Hemingway came in drunk and surly. Gertrude told him 
to leave and be went off. Then she was stricken with regrets and 
beseecbed me to bring him back. I was able to arrange his return, but 
tbeir relations were shaky after that" 

Hemingway’s posthumously published memoir of his Paris days, “A 
Moveable Feast" reveals his disillusionment with Gertrude Stein. 

Another problem was F. Scott Fitzgerald, who arrived early in the 
1920s after his first success, with a letter of introduction from Max 
Perkins, the Scribner editor, and an overwhelming desire to make the 
acquaintance of Anatole France, whom Mrs. Bradley knew welL 
“We went to call on Anatole France in his Avenue Foch mansion,” 
she explained, “with Scott in a highly excited, semi-intoxicated stale. 
Scott knew oo French and France spoke no English, so f had to be 
.interpreter. Teh him I’m a good egg — -no, tell him I* in a bad egg.’ Scott 
kepi shouting after being introduced. The silly expression has no 
- meaning m French, but I tried to comply. Old France smiled his slow 
wise smile, more 1 think at the sight of this wild, young American’s 
exuberance than at the gibberish." 

Ezra Pound, Sherwood Anderson. Edna St Vincent Millay, Carl Van 
Vechten, Theodore Dreiser, H.L. Mencken, Andrt Gide, Thomas 
Mann. Colette, Arnold Bennett. GB. Stem. Sinclair Lewis. Jean Girau- 
doux and Jean Cocteau were amon g other viators who came to the 
Bradley salon between the wars. Henry Miller, who was still regarded as 
a pornographic author at the time, was a special favorite of the Bradleys, 
who sought to find him a publisher. But Jenny did not like Somerset 
Maugham. “He pretends to be a gwnlf-man, but he is not” she ruled. 
This verdict was evidently irrevocable and no questions were asked. 

World War II disrupted international cultural relations. Bradley died 
'suddenly in 1939 and the Nazi occupation made communication with 
the outside world impossible. The famous literary agency appeared to 
belong to history, but with the Liberation, Mrs. Bradley decided to 
relight the lights. Going it alone, she signed a new generation of French 
writers for American publishers, Sartre and Camus among them, and 
supplied French publishers with the latest books in English for transla- 
tion. 

Again she entertained in her De Saint-Louis drawing roam. Her 
frequent guests of the postwar period included Andre Mahaux; Alfred 
and Blanche Knopf; Gaston Galiimard; Thornton Wilder; Erakme 
CaldweU; Janet Flintier. The New Yorker’s “Genet;" Jacques Porel, the 
son of the actress Rqaae, whom Jenny persuaded to write" a bode about

his mother; James Hadley Chase, who had 75 thrillers in French 
translation; John Erskine; Antoine Bibesco; Natalie Barney; Truman 
Capote, and publishers from everywhere. 

Mrs. Bradley, with her refined taste and deep understanding of 
literature; was a perceptive critic. Her judgments were not. of course, 
infallible. She told of the ire of her friend Henri de Montherlant, when 

she pooh-poohed the French dramatist, Georges de Pono-Ricbe, whom 
he greatly admir ed, T may have been wrong," she conceded. But she 
rejected any traffic with die cheap and the banal Trash was trash and 
she refused to be associated with jL “Let’s rise above it," she would 
gallantly declare, lifting her champagne glass. She knew the fine an of 
letters and she knew the book trade, a combination that qualified her as 
the ideal literary agem. She was superb at business, possessing an 
acumen that stunned Hollywood producers hunting for material. 
“Don’t accept those terms — ask for twice as much,” she advised a 
novelist tempted by what seemed to him a fabulous fortune for the 
movie rights to something be had written. He acted on her warning and 
waited jitteringly for a week. Then, as she had predicted, he received a 
doubling of the offer. 

As a discoverer of talents, as a fascinating personality, a link to 
remote literary worlds and as a great lady, Jenny Bradley will be greatly 
missed and long remembered. ■ 


N EW YORK — In “Walden,” Tho- 
reau remarks rather snappishly, 
“Beware of all enterprises that re- 
quire new clothes." That may have 
been true of the surveying business, which 
Thoreau followed in a rather lackadaisical 
way, but it is definitely not true of the opera 
burin ess in 1983: snappy new suits and fash- 
ionable tailors are making most of the news. 

Of course, I may be taking a narrow view of 
the matter, having recently attended premieres 
of Ken Russell’s “Madama Butterfly" in 
Charleston, South Carolina, and Peter Sellars’s 
The Mikado” in Chicago. Both directors 
seemed determined above all to outfit these 
elderly works in modish clothes designed to 
cover up unsightly bulges and sags and convey 
an impression of vitality. 

Sellars’s staging had a witty fizz and even a 
certain harebrained legitimacy (“The Mikado" 
is not “FkJebo,” after all), while Russell merely 
put “Butterfly” on a wheel and broke her. It 
was no doubt by coincidence that both chose to 
practice their jujitsu on works with Japanese 
settings. However, in both productions atten- 
tion was focused more cm the costumer's clev- 
erness than on what was being costumed. 

It does begin to appear that such trendy 
stagings represent more than a passing phase 
in opera. The decision apparently has been 
made in high administrative places that opera 
is a wallflower in need of serious malting over, 
perhaps even plastic surgery. Opera is being 
treated as if she were one of those dowdy, 
glasses-wearing secretaries in old movies who 
are handed over to tailors, drapers, dress de- 
signers and cosmeticians who hope to trans- 
form her into a glamour giri capable of catch- 
ing the boss’s eye. 

Since Jam the last one in the worid to resist a 
trend, provided I am able to recognize it, I 
hereby offer some fresh scenarios of my own 
devising for tired old operas. 

“Aida” — The tenor Radames is a captain in 
the elite Anti-Crime Unit of the New York 
Police Department a position that allows him 
to oppose crime on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays. He loves Aida, a former prostitute 
now employed as a cleaning lady in the station 
bouse. Her father, Amonasra, a kingpin of the 
heroin racket is brought in cm a possession 
charge. WiD Aida persuade her lover-cop to 
join dad and daughter in escaping into the 
Lower East Side underworld? 

“Rigotno" — He’s a television comic on the 
way down, reduced to filling in when Johnny 
Carson’s substitutes go on vacation. He keeps a 
mistress, Gtlda, whom he represents as his 
daughter out of fear of alienating the network 
boss, a sanctimonious Bible- thumper named 
Duke who secretly covets Gdda. The tragic 
final scene is played out at a motel in Naples, 
Florida. 

“The Barber of Seville" — Figaro is a War- 
ren Beatty type, a hair-dresser and unofficial 
Mr. Fix-It who zips around town on his motor- 
cycle taking care of a variety of odd jobs. He 

falls for Rosie, the young wife of the local heart 
surgeon and after much popping in and out of 
closets, he beats the doctor to death with a 
blow-diyer and escapes on his Harley with 
Rosie riding happily on the bade seat. 

“Faust" — The owner of a Toyota agency 
makes a pact with the devil. In exchange for a 
big markdown on a sports car. the devil offers 
to make the dealer’s feeble-minded son and 
lumpish wife appear in his television commer- 
cials as utterly charming. The devil also pro- 
poses to stop the auto dealer's hairpiece from 
slipping during the commercials. Intervention 
by the Federal Communications Commission 
cheats the devil out of his half of the deal. 
“Boris Godmov" — A big-shot congress- 


man. talked about as presidential timber, is 
stopped on the street by a wild-eyed panhan- 
dler who warns him that a major disaster is just 
around the corner. Senator Gooden ough, the 
legislator, walks away unconcerned, believing 
the beggar is merely alluding to the White 
House, a block away. However, the television 
news that night discloses that Senator Gooden- 
otigh is about to be indicted as part of an 
Abscam type of operation. His past transgres- 
sions, involving a small boy named Dimitri, are 
about to come to light. He goes crazy and falls 
to his death from the lop step of the Capitol. 

Tosca". — The star of a daytime television 
serial suspects her boyfriend, a set designer, of 
playing footsie with a female colleague. Sbe 
arranges with a hitman, Carlo Scarpia, to kill 
the boyfriend and make it look accidental- The 
star pretends to commit suidde by leaping out 
of a jaO window, but Carlo catches her in an 
airbag and they live happfly ever after. 

“The Flying Dutchman” — A famous tennis 
player, having sworn at an umpire and abused 
a ball is condemned to wander the face of the 
earth for all eternity, playing in nothing but 
big-money tournaments. His wife, bored with 
having to watch him win and tired of launder- 
ing his wristbands and socks, pretends to com- 
mit suicide by leaping out of the top row of the 
stands at Wimbledon. In fact, she is caught in 
an airbag and escapes with the head linesman 
to a life of bliss in Monte Carlo. 

“OteBo" — The time frame has been moved 
forward to what the British director Jonathan 
Miller has described mysteriously as “the Ma- 
fia period in New York.” Otello is a capo 
mafioso, Desdemona his moD. Bored with 
watching him count his drug-related millions 
night after night, she drops a hanky and makes 
sure it is retrieved for her by one of Otello's 
trusted captains. Desdemona and the captain 
run off to Venice, California, where Otello 
catches up with them. In a rage be tries to Itiil 
Desdemona, but she has a black belt in karate 
and succeeds in stran g lin g him with his own 
cummerbund. He is given a quiet funeral and 
taken in a tin drum to a waste-disposal plant in 
New Jersey. 

“Orfe© ed Eurkfiee" — A sexpot movie ac- 
tress agrees to many an importunate young 
cameraman (a Woody Allen-type) if be is able 
to keep from looking at her while she changes 
wigs and puts in her contacts. 

“Norma" — Nonna Jean, a Hollywood 


beauty, discovers that her secret lover, a fam- 
ous American politician, is cheating on her. 
She overdoses on back issues of Foreign . Af- 
fairs and Partisan Review. 

“War and Peace” — A made- for - 1 devision 
opera set in huge Sun Belt city, circa 1980. 
Grand historical sweep, intricate subplots, in- 
terfamilial intrigues, unbridled passions. New- 
ly commissioned libretto, refashioned from the 
Tolstoy original by Barbara Cartland. Plot 
concerns invasion by unemployed North east- 
erners (NorthiesL successfully turned back by 
state troopers under co mm and of General Dix- 
iekov. 

“Macbeth" — A cabinet member, acting 
under false assumption that be is next in line 
for the presidency, conspires with wife to poi- 
son the leader's S a nta. A close rereading of the 
constitution reveals (he plotters’ mistake, too 
late. 

“Tristan und Isolde" — A nubile inodd, on 
her way to many a grossly fat producer to land 
a film part, meets a blond bouncer named 
Tristan at Las Vegas. Their eyes lock and half 
an hour later they lake a plane to Brazil. It 
crashes on takeoff while they embrace in busi- 
ness class. 

The Ring of the Nlbehmgs” — A four-part 
serial work about exploitation of the handi- 
capped, labor-instigated delays on a castle con- 
struction project and speculation on the gold 
exchange. Dragon of Inflation is shun but 
Gnomes of Zurich conspire to make Wotan the 
Tycoon lose his seat oo the Comex. Final scene 
shows Dow-Jones tumbling, chaos in the 
Street. 

“Senuranude” — Handsome young Alfredo 
Orfano. a pizza cook, discovers dial he was an 
adopted child. After years of searching and 
many appearances on television talk shows, he 
finds his lost father, Carlo Ramide, wealthy 
owner of the same Gimme a Pizza Pie parlor in 
which Alfredo is employed. Alfredo is elated at 
learning who he is, but decides not to abandon 
his past entirety. He chooses to go by the nam* 
of Alfredo Orfano- Ramide. “Pan of me wiD 
always be an Orfano," be sings in his final aria, 
“but 1 am also proud to be a semi -Ramide.” 

1 feel sure that even as these updated story 
lines were being sketched here, far-sighted op- 
era directors somewhere were already at work 
putting similar ideas on the stage. If so, I 
apologize, and so should they. ■

T lKYO — In Joty the Japanese throw 
peonies of fire imo the summer sky. 

They have been mating hand* — 
HteraDy “fire Dowers" — and send- 
ing them up on sneaner evenings for counties. 
The eldest, grandest fireworks festival in Ja- 
pan, the one that runs right off die Richter 
scale, is the Snnrida River restival ia Tokyo on 
July 30. 

The authorities expect it to drew 900,000 
people; perhaps 10 nnIKon more will watch aO 
or part of it an television. The festival will 
spetd the equivalent of about 5400,000 on the 
fire wor k s alone: 17,500 shells in 80 minutes. 

This is nothing out of the ordinary, even for 
a 250th anniversary hash- The first Smnrrta 
River Festival dates bade to 1733. A famine the 
year before bad taken a terrible toll; The fire- 
works were to comfort the souls of the dead 
and to drive off whatever vestiges remained of 
bad lndc. Before long, the festival was an 
annual event. 

Tito late 18th and eariy 19th ce nturi e s were 
vintage years for fireworks. There was peace 
and prosperity. In Edo, the Shogun’s capita], 
an urban culture was coming to fife. An enor- 
mous amount of creative energy vol into the 
business of going oat I or a good time. The city 
had style, and stylish folk, zf they could afford 
it, patronized the firew orics festivals. The high- 
ranking samnrai or the merchant prince might 
give a gold koban (about a year’s wages for a 
household servant) fra: a display in nis own 
name; the wealthy draper with a penchant for 
fife in the fast lane watched die festival from a 
chartered boat, with a complement of gekha to 
pour bis wine.

“There is a very strong movement." said Antonio Augnsto Fagpndes, 
afofldcrisi and lawyer; “People, espedafly in cities, bare discovered that 
the roots of the guidbo are in the land, and they don't want to lope their 
roots.” 

TheBraziEangandto(pratotmced^intfarsFortngDesMpenlBngcoBB- 
tiy, ga-oo-shoo), who hvK in the southern pampas or plains, is typically 
a ra nl e roa nwbore origins are from Portng oes e and Spanish settleg and 
native Indians. His traditions, according to Fagtmdes, grew out of a love 
for the plains and a strong sense of independence, in the 1700s. 

Today, however, Brazil is nearly 70 p ercent urban. The Carte - far 
Gancfao Traditions, based in Foclo Alegre, a city of lmtHiop and capital 
of Rio Grande do Sul state at Brazil's southern tip, works to keep the 
cowboy customs alive. 

The organization has about 750 affiliates, operating as social dubs.

The Portuguese are the okl-Ene fundamen- 
talists of the immigrant communities.

Bui the Had Polana does, whatever else, have a style of its own, and a 
history, and, perhaps, an insight at two into what has happened to this 
strip of land on tire Indian Ocean over the years. 

The Polana is Mozambique’s best bold and, to aficionados, the most 
elegant in ah East Africa, a place reflecting past splendor and present 
poverty. 

Its great dazzle-white wings fan out over a garden of palms and plants 
and pool deck. The ocean breeze whispers its secrets to the swaying pahn 
fronds high above (he sunbathers. The elevator is a cage of rosewood 
and gQt that proceeds sedately through the hotel’s four floors. And tire 
dining room, stylistically, is somewhere between fin-de-sifede Lisbon 
and first-class European rail mud station lounge, area 1910. 

There is no a la carte menu: Mozambique’s straitened circumstances 
do not permit such luxury. But there are prawns and beer at lunch time, 
beneath the parasols betide tire pool — a hallowed tradition. 

Over the years, the hotel has played host to spies and revolutionaries. 
South African tourists and Soviet generals. Recently, too, there were 
other additions to the Est that reflect Mozambique's international 
alliances: a North Korean martial arts team, dad in track suits, 
practicing homicidal ballet cm the pampered smoothness of a lawn- 
bowls green built fa another era; and a cultural group of young female 
dancers from Soviet Uzbekistan, sporting bikinis by tire poolside under 
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(he watchful gaze of large; unsmiling men in leather jackets whom any 
consumer of espionage tales would i mm edia te ly recognize as vintage 
KGB, seen, that is, through Western eyes. At any rate, they were not 
dancers. 

The hotel was built in the 1920s, in the days when Portugal ran 
Mozambique, after a fashion, and the alignment was with other colonial 
powers, not with Eastern Europe. 

Initially, it bad about 150 rooms, but now there are 210, inducting a 
newer section in which air conditioning replaces tire ocean breeze fa 
coating. Some rooms compete with shoe boxes in dimensions, but that is 
a quibble born of the cfaiane-and-plastic age of hotel chains. There is no 
chrome a plastic here to detract from a vista of palms seen, as across a 
silk screen, through mosquito netting, which is a necessity, not a luxury. 

If Mozambique has moved from colony to Marxist independence, so 
the hotel has kept step. During World Warn, it was, they say, a nest of 
spies, as was the metropolis, Lisbon. Agents of various powers spied 
variously on port movements, colonial officials and each other. Then 
came peace and, in neighboring South Africa, tire formulation in 1948 of 
apartheid, the system by which races are kept separate — but not, 
apparently, as separate as tire Afrikaner hierarchy had decreed. 

White South African men on vacations, it was said, shot through with 
a sense of the illicit, frequented the dockside bars of downtown Maputo, 
in quest of something that their politics and inclination at home forbade 
them. A South African group, Southern Suns, ran tire hotel, and the 
Polana stood in silent, stylish witness. That was until 1975, when the 
Mozambican revolution came. The hotel weathered that, too. 

The downtown bars were closed and many of the women were sent to 
re-education camps. The Portuguese, who had called the city Lourengo 
Marques, fled to Portugal and South Africa, and the South Africans 
became pariahs. 

A waiters’ committee took over running — some would say not 
running — the hotel, reflecting the proletarian view of new rulers who 
had established their credentials as guerrilla fighters in the bush. And 
tire hotel, today, reflects sane of tire ambivalences of that new style of 
rule.

The itinerant traveler might find it difficult to take a room here but a 
delegation on official business will be boused, and that eventually will 
change because there are plans afoot to revamp the Polana, once a 
Portuguese group has completed a new, luxury hotel a little way off on 
tiie seafront, providing more beds. 

Then the Polana wifi close fa a while, walls will be removed so that 
small rooms are made into big ones, and then it wifi reopen. 

“The facade of the hotel, the spirit of it, wifi not be changed," said 
arepresenlative of tire Mozambique Tourist Board. 

And, as ever reflective of Mozambique’s mixture of dogma and a kind 
of pragmatism, the renovations will be earned out by the Portuguese — 
once the hated overlords for whom the Polana, and its way of life, were a 
symbol of supremacy.

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Zenith Shifts Focus 
bi Comeback, Quest

NEW YORK — In the late 1970s, Zenith Radio Corp. was 
known as mnch for rts crusade against Japanese imports as for its 
television sets. Lately, however. Wall Street analysts have been 
impressed because toe c ompany has abandoned that quixotic 
bottle and refocused its energies on cutting manufacturing costs 
and capitelfaing on its historically strong research efforts. 

But just as Zenith's fortunes appeared to be on the rise, the 
company was shocked by the unexpected death Monday night of 
its chief executive, Revone W. Khickman, who died of a heart 
attack after playing golf near Chicago.

U.S. Says GNP Jumped 
At 8.7% Rate in Quarter

WASHINGTON — The U5. 
ecooomy grew at a rapid 8.7 per- 
cent rate in the second 

quarter, considerably faster than 
first estimated, the government 
said Thursday. 

The latest figures for the gross 
national product showed that toe 
United States has “buried the 1981- 
82 recession,” Commerce Secretary 
Malcolm Baidrijge said. He added 
that “ueariy all of the 3 percent 
decline in real GNP (during the 
recession) was recouped during the 
first half of toe year.” 

President Ronald Reagan, in a 
buoyant mood, told reporters that 
the increased GNP growth rate is 
w an important signal” to other na- 
tions that the United States is con- 
fident of economic recovery. "The 
economy is growing more vigorous- 
ly than most economists predict- 
ed,” he said. 

His admim^ iTitiop, the presi- 
dent said, will work hard to “en- 
courage the roofs of confidence to 
grow strong and deep." 

The revised figure for growth in 
toe first quarter of this year was 
little changed at 2.6 percent 

Mr. Bakhigc said, however, that 
toe pace of recovery would likely 
slow in the last six months of 1983 
from the nearly 9 percent second 
quarter rate reported Thursday.

N EW YORK~- Some people 
fall among thieves, rogues and 
real-estate speculators. They must 
lead exciting lives. Not zee. 1 always 
seem to fall among people who are 
thinking about the next election, 
and I have fallen among a lot of 
them lately. 

To most of us, probably, the next 
election is like Halley's comet- In- 
evitably, it will come around, and 
when it does, there will be an enter- 
taining display, but right now not 
many of us sit around day and 
ni gh t talking of nothing else. 

“Well, yes.” the political junkies 
say, "but the next election is al- 
ready under way." This is true. In 
the United States the next election 
is always under way. So is Halley's 
cornet, but would you walk into a 
conversation about the pennant 
races and change the subject to 
Halley’s comet by saying, “Halley’s 
comet is already under way”? 

Election addicts do this con- 
stantly. They can harass you for 
months about the monumentally 
uninteresting question of whether 
President Reagan will run again 
when the obvious answer is, “They 
almost always run again, but some- 
times they fool yon, and do you 
think the family is really dead?”

what he's talking about and needs 
four men ppnwt Baker, Clark, Ger- 
gen and Meese to do most of his 
work for him hardly scans much of 
a threat in an excitement competi- 
tion. 

Reagan's strength is not in being 
exciting, but in being charming.

Over the years you notice a pre- 
dictable coarse, as predictable as 
the movement of Halley’s comet, in 
the progress of political junkies' 
conversation.

This is almost always what they 
say a year before the election when 
the fiik half dozen have announced 
they are in the running.

On 
the other hand, Ronald Reagan is 
no Teddy Roosevelt either. An old

when television hocus-pocus is ev- 
erything in presidential campaigns, 
it isn't Reagan's nonexistent power 
to excite that Democrats must con- 
tend against; h is Reagan's charm. 

I assum e there isn’t a Democrat 
in the land who would want to 
compete with Reagan in a charm 
contest. There probably hasn't 
been a politician since Franklin 
Roosevelt who could have beaten 
him on these terms. So, if we amend 
the political junkies’ judgment to 
read that the Democratic candi- 
dates are too “oncharming” to win, 
it follows that the Democrats 
should pick a candidate who will 
steer shy of charm’s fatal tempta- 
tion to play the swell guy. 

This. I suppose, would be a man 
of bluntness without much modes- 
ty, and a rather strained grin, who 
was willing to try to persuade the 
country that while charm is valu- 
able in the ballroom it is not worth 
much in the Oval Office. Of course 
he should also stand for something. 
Given a choice between charm and 
nothing, people will settle for 
charm every time, as Reagan’s suc- 
cess illustrates.

A Bum Victim’s Desperation 

DmCmcart Wanted to DU, but the Doctors Wouldn’t let Him

W ASHINGTON - Ten 
years ago, the life of Dax 
Cowan, 35, of Henderson, Texas, 
changed. A former Air Force pi- 
lot. high school athlete, golfer, 
surfer and rodeo rider, Cowart 
was working in his father’s real 
estate business one July day when 
a propane gas leak on a property 
he and his father were appraising 
raussd an explosion. The blast 

killed his father. It left Cowan 
blind, with his hearing impaired 
and with limited use <3 his arms. 
The bums disfigured his race- 
handsome face and only one joint 
of one thumb remains on his 
hands. 

Cowan spent 14 months after 
the explosion in excruciating 
pain, caused particularly by daily 
immersions to sterilize his bums. 
From his first communication 
with ambulance pandemics, to 
doctors, ministers, noises, as wdi 
as lawyers be hired against bis 
family’s wishes, Cowart insisted 
that he be allowed to leave the 
hospital and die. 

“I didn't intend to die from 
infection, but intended to commit 
suicide,” Cowart said. “The 
nightmares and pain involved in 
the Gist few months were so bad, I 
can barely remember it myself. I 
couldn’t tell what was really hap- 
pening and what was a dream " 
That year the American Medi- 
cal Association endorsed the right 
of a competent patient to decide 
whether to continue lifo-prokmg- 
ing treatment. But Cowart’s wish 
was never granted. 

After his hospital discharge, 
Cowart took some graduate 
courses in law and business, but 
dropped out because of his physi- 
cal limitations. He marned a 
high-school acquaintance in Feb- 
ruary, now runs a seasonal small 
business and directs a local 
Chamber of Com mer ce commit- 
tee. 

He stiD insists that he should 
have been allowed to die. Ex- 
cerpts from a conversation with 
him ; 


every minute. 1 did not have very 
■ mneh use of my hands. I could 
not see to get tiring* that I needed. 

Q; You said yon felt ■ vhtnal 
prisoner of some off the doctors 
you worked with. Why do you 
think that they ignored your re- 
quest to refuse treatment? 

A: The doctors knew that I 
would not die from the injuries. I 
had a chance of being able to walk 
again. Their thinking . I'm sure, 
was that if they forced me to re* 
cove treatment, at some point I 
would want to live. 

Q: Why were those motives 
wrong? 

A; The motives weren’t wrong. 
What was wrong was the actual 
forcing of me to undertake the 
treatment. I had full use of my 
mind. T demonstrated that I could 
think, that I could reason, that I 
had given it some thought I knew 
1 was burned bad enough, I didn’t 
want to live. There’s no way I 
wanted to go on as a blind and a 
cripple. 

Q: Why do you tUak helpless 


walking down to the store. Read- 
ing your mafl. Reading the news- 
paper. It’s a really sinking feeling. 
I’ve always been real indepen- 
dent Now I have toidy on some- 
one else to feed me — fra all my 
private functions. Things like that 
are very frustrating. 


A: It’s just a result of the doc- 
tors haring the power. The doc- 
tots' interest has been to preserve 
life and also to benefit the patient 
But they’re trying to benefit the 
patient on then own. terms.
